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Couple vow to 
fight their gay 
marriage ban

A GAY couple from Northampton are 
taking on the authorities in a bid to get 
‘equal’ marriage laws across the UK. 

Matthew Toresen, 48, and Scott 
Maloney, 42, applied for a civil marriage 
licence on Tuesday at the Guildhall but 
were refused on the grounds that they 
were the same sex. 

They were instead offered a civil part¬ 
nership. 

They appeared outside the registry 
office with supporters in tow to face a 


media scrum. The partners, who have 
been together for 18 years, are being sup¬ 
ported by the Equal Love campaign 
which wants the law changed so that gay 
marriages and straight civil partnerships 
are allowed. 

Mr Toresen said: “We want to get mar¬ 
ried, we knew we were going to be 
refused but this is the first step in getting 
marriage equality across the board.” 

Mr Maloney added: “We have been 
involved in gay rights for the last 20 years 
and in some ways this seems like the 
final small steps to getting equality 

“Marriage and civil partnerships give 


people the same rights but there are sep¬ 
arate ceremonies for straight and homo¬ 
sexual people. 

“Language does matter. Marriage is 
universally understood as a meaningful 
commitment. People might say that in 
time civil partnerships will mean exactly 
the same but we feel that we are being 
kept separate.” 

Human rights campaigner Peter 
Tatchell, who is coordinating the Equal 
Love campaign, said: “This isn’t specifi¬ 
cally about gay rights but about the indi¬ 
vidual choice to decide how to show

Report reveals banner to blame for air accident 


THE plane that was 
carrying UKIP leader 
Nigel Farage on 
Election Day this year 
crashed after the 
banner it was towing 
became tangled in its 
tail. 


The report from the 
Air Accident 
Investigation Branch 
said that “the tow line 
became wrapped 
around the tailplane, 
causing a nose down 
elevator input.” 


However the report 
said that the pilot was 
able to maintain some 
control but he could 
not prevent it from 
impacting the ground. 

At the time the UKIP 
leader was campaign¬ 


ing for the general 
election and had taken 
off from Hinton-in-the- 
Hedges Airfield, in 
Northants. He was due 
to fly over Buckingham, 
the constituency he 
was standing in. 


Plane crash was due 
to not enough fuel

A MAN from Northamptonshire 
was killed because the plane he 
was flying ran out of fuel across 
the English Channel, an inquest 
has heard. 

Rodney Badham, 65, from 
Braunston, was flying a twin 
engine Beech Baron plane from 
Coventry to Lorient in France via 
Guernsey on January 23, 2008 
when the aircraft ditched into the 
sea, six miles off the coast of 
Cherbourg. 

An inquest at Northampton 
General Hospital heard that Mr 
Badham had drowned along with 
fellow passenger Chris Davis, 28, 
from Sutton Coldfield. The 
plane’s owner, Mark Wilkinson, 
from Brigstock, near Kettering, 
was also in the plane but man¬ 
aged to survive. 

Describing the final moments 
of the flight Mr Wilkinson said: 
“Over the Channel the port-side 
engine failed, then after about 
five minutes, the starboard 
engine began to cough and 
splutter and we dropped height. 


“The engine would then work 
again and we would rise but 
when we were about 50ft above 
the sea, we hit a wave and the 
plane flipped.” 

Mr Wilkinson said that after the 
crash he was knocked uncon¬ 
scious for a moment and awoke 
underwater but was able to swim 
to the surface and climb into a 
life raft he had prepared during 
the descent. He said that he 
could see his colleagues 30 feet 
away and tried in vain to reach 
them. 

The inquest heard that 
although Mr Wilkinson was the 
owner of the plane, Mr Badham 
had treated the plane as it was his 
own as he had previously owned 
a similar model. 

Mr Wilkinson also said that he 
left Mr Badham in charge of 
upkeep of the plane, which 
included how much fuel was 
needed. 

The inquest heard that the 
plane had just under a quarter of 
a tank of fuel in the starboard 
tank and about a quarter in the 
port side before take-off. 

Robert Doherty, from Aerotech 
Aircraft Maintenance, told the 


inquest that Mr Badham didn’t 
want him to re-fuel until they got 
to Guernsey, because it was 
cheaper there. 

Mr Doherty did not know about 
the levels of fuel in the airplane 
but would have advised them 
against making the trip without 
refuelling. 

He said: “You don’t go to 
Guernsey with just an hour of 
fuel - it’s as simple as that.” 

Julian Firth, from the Air 
Accident Investigation Branch, 
said that the distance travelled 
roughly equalled the time he 
would expect the engines to burn 
the fuel at the low altitude that 
the plane was flying at. 

He said: “The details given by 
Mr Wilkinson suggest that the 
fuel ran out. 

“Given that the starboard 
engine failed first and witnesses 
have said that it had less fuel in it 
would suggest this is the reason 
that the plane crashed.” 

Coroner Anne Pember returned 
a narrative verdict and said: “It is 
likely that the plane ran out of 
fuel, causing the plane to crash, 
resulting in the deaths of men by 
drowning.”

commitment to another person. 
There are eight couples, gay and 
straight, who will be applying for 
marriage licences or civil part¬ 
nerships. 

“The bans on same-sex civil 
marriages and opposite-sex civil 
partnerships is wrong. It is one 
law for gay couples and another 


law for heterosexual partners.” 
Mr Toresen and Mr Maloney will 
be taking their fight to the courts 
to try to overturn the ban and 
hope to have proceedings under¬ 
way late next month. 

Professor Robert Wintemute, a 
human rights law expert from 
Kings College London, will be 
advising them. 


He said: “By excluding same- 
sex couples from civil marriage 
and different-sex couples from 
civil partnership, the UK 
Government is discriminating on 
the ground of sexual orientation, 
contrary to the Human Rights 
Act. The rights attached to civil 
marriage and civil partnerships 
are identical.”

A CHARITY has said it is ‘outraged' and ‘disgust¬ 
ed’ after one of its poppy sellers was spat at in 
Northampton town centre at the weekend.

“Obviously the incident is not a reflection of the 
people of Northampton but it is still a very sad 
situation.” 

A man has since been detained under the men¬ 
tal health act by the police. 

A spokesman for Northamptonshire Police 
said: “A 39-year-old man, of no fixed abode, was 
arrested in Northampton town centre on 
Saturday in connection with an assault on a 
former soldier who was raising money for the 
Poppy Appeal. 

“The man was taken into custody at Campbell 
Square police station and has been detained 
under the Mental Health Act.”

TALK of future l,OOOmb per second broadband 
speeds by a leading internet provider is a pipe 
dream for us in Northampton including busi¬ 
nesses like our own.

Until these companies talk to their own people 
what hope is there of us being able to enjoy 21st 
century broadband speeds?

THERE is much resentment in Towcester about 
South Northants Council’s decision to hijack 
the Moat Lane scheme by moving there and 
demolishing its present premises at 
Springfields. 

This is a shocking waste of a perfectly serv¬ 
iceable and not unattractive office building but 
was at first tenuously justified by the prospect 
of selling the land for residential development. 

Now, no doubt as a sop to the considerable 
local opposition, SNC has come up with a 
scheme to build a care village on the site. 

If sense were to prevail, would it not be far 
more economical to keep and upgrade the cur¬ 
rent building, sublet some of it if it is now too 
large and incorporate the care village as part of 
the Moat Lane scheme? 

The construction of one building must be 
cheaper than the demolition of one and the 
building of two. 

A care village within the Moat Lane scheme 
would help to make it much more of a local 
community and give the residents such easy 
access to the town’s facilities. 

Why should they be tucked away out of sight, 
out of mind and detached from the life of the 
town in dismal isolation at Springfields? 

Too often this is the sad lot of the elderly and 
it is unfair. 


The council received quite a severe drubbing 
at a Town Hall “consultation” public meeting 
wherein the intended move was announced. 

Despite having had its arguments contradict¬ 
ed, the council shows every determination to 
soldier on with its original scheme regardless 
of expense and public opinion. 

To do so in this current climate of public 
spending cuts is politically naive to say the 
least. 

It tries to claim that the present offices are 
uneconomical to run, but I suspect that it has 
not even considered how they could be 
improved for far less outlay than the likely final 
relocation costs. 

It also tries to justify the move with the fatu¬ 
ous claim that the impact of traffic at 
Springfields will be reduced; sense dictates 
that the traffic will just follow the relocation to 
the A5 crossroad, exacerbating the existing 
rush hour congestion there. 

The idea of the care village is an excellent 
one, so good in fact that it should take prece¬ 
dence over the council’s own designs on Moat 
Lane. 

Give the elderly a nice central location and let 
the councillors stay at Springfields!

Roundabout work is causing chaos

Not only do they carry this 
out at the busiest time of the 
year, but they also start work 
at the Cliftonville junction 
and the Wellingborough 
Road/St Edmunds Road 
junction also, making it 
nearly impossible to enter 
the town from an easterly 
direction. 

In fact when I am 
approaching town on the 
A45 I think I might stay on 
the flyover and go to Milton 
Keynes. 

I could get there and back 
and do all my shopping in 
the time I would still be sit¬ 
ting in the traffic waiting to 
get into Northampton town 
centre. 

I know that they will say 
that things will improve once 
the work is completed but 
didn’t they say this the last 
time they made improve¬ 
ments to the same Barnes 
Meadow roundabout about 
12 years ago. And what hap¬ 
pens in the meantime? 

My wife has already wit¬ 
nessed an incident of road 
rage by two frustrated drivers 


who were late for their 
respective appointments. 

I will also predict that 
instead of preventing acci¬ 
dents, before the work is 
completed there will be 
numerous minor bumps and 
collisions due to this insane 
plan. 

When I first moved to 
Northampton over 30 years 
ago, one thing that attracted 
me here was the plan to 
build the infrastructure and 
transport for a fast growing 
and vibrant town that 
Northampton should be. 

Take a tip from Milton 
Keynes and build more roads 
like the Northern bypass and 
more relevant, a route from 
Brackmills across the waste¬ 
land to Ransome Road and 
on to Sixfields via St James. 

If this road had been built 
then all the cash spent on 
other projects like Weedon 
Road, Carlsberg Rounda¬ 
bout, Castle Station, St James 
Road (many times) and the 
aforementioned Cliftonville/ 
Barnes Meadow roundabout 
could have been saved. 

This road would have also 
been an alternative for jour¬ 
neys to Far Cotton, St James 
and Duston and would have 
relieved congestion on the 
ring road and the overcrowd¬ 
ed route through the town 
centre past Morrisons.

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Three arrests in 
abduction case

THREE men from 

Northamptonshire have been 
arrested in connection with the 
abduction of a man from 
Keyworth in Nottinghamshire. 

The investigation surrounds the 
abduction of a Booker cash-and- 
carry employee on Wednesday,

He was forced into a car and 
driven to the shop in Grantham, 

Lincolnshire, where he was made 
to open it. 

The offenders stole a large 
quantity of cigarettes and drove 
away in a white Mercedes 
Sprinter van with the employee 
still with them. 

Booker has offered a £10,000 
reward for any information about 
the robbery.

around 9pm. A stolen red 
Vauxhall Vectra was also recov¬ 
ered by the police. 

Detective Chief Inspector Tony

the victim and we need to find 
whoever did this as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

“Thankfully, while the victim in 
this incident has been left deeply 
shaken by his experience, he was 
not physically injured. 

“Serious crimes of this nature 


are very rare and we are working 
extremely hard to identify and 
arrest those responsible. 

“This was clearly well planned 
and I’m certain there are people 
out there who know who has 
done this. 

“I hope the reward on offer 
from Booker encourages those 
people to come forward with 
information.” 

The three men, two from 
Northampton and the other from 
Kettering, have been released on 
police bail pending further 
enquiries.

Youngsters confess 
to excessive drinking

WIIAT was meant to be a fun 
alcohol awareness day turned 
sour when as many as 85 per 
cent of Northamptonshire’s 
young drinkers who took part 
admitted to drinking enough to 
put them at risk of serious 
alcohol-related harm. 

NHS Northamptonshire ran the 
alcohol awareness activities with 
young people in pubs and clubs 
across the county during Alcohol 
Awareness Week. 

The most startling finding is that 
as many as 85 per cent of 
Northamptonshire’s young 
drinkers who took part admitted 
to drinking enough to put them at 
risk of serious alcohol-related 
harm - with 45 per cent in the 
highest risk category. 

Some 245 young club and pub- 
goers completed an alcohol 
scratch card test which asked: 

■ How often do you have an 
alcoholic drink? 



■ How many do you have in a 
typical drinking day? 

■ How often do you have six or 
more on one occasion? 

The scoring system puts only 15 
per cent of young drinkers in the 
low health risk category. 

Those at medium risk were 40 
per cent of the total and stand a 


chance of developing serious liver 
disease in later life. 

Young people in this group are 
described as having a high 
chance of developing a fatal 
alcohol-related illness. 

Consultant in public health at 
NHS Northamptonshire, Fiona 
Grant, said: “It is important young 
people have a full appreciation of 
the risks associated with drinking 
above the recommended safe lev¬ 
els. 

“A programme of activity is 
underway by NHS Northampton¬ 
shire alongside partner organisa¬ 
tions as part of the county Alcohol 
Harm Reduction Strategy to 
address the increase in alcohol- 
related hospital admissions and 
to reduce alcohol related harms 
across the county. 

“The work includes a social 
marketing campaign around 
alcohol in 2010/11 to raise aware¬ 
ness and understanding of alco¬ 
hol related harms. 

One of the target audiences 
identified is the 18- 25 age group.”

The Kutumbh Centre 
will use sustainable 
solar technology as 
well as geo-thermal 
pump technology to 
heat the centre. The 
roof space will provide 
a “green” area made 
up of vegetation, 
which will encourage 
local wildlife and 
birds to live there.

LOCAL transport services 
are to receive a boost after 
a corporation invested 
more than £1 million 
towards it. 

The West Northampton¬ 
shire Development Corpor¬ 
ation (WNDC) has trans¬ 
ferred the money to 
Northamptonshire County 
Council and it will go 
towards roads and bus 
services. 

The funding has come 
from developer contribu¬ 
tions to infrastructure, 
which WNDC secures 
through agreements when 
it grants planning permis¬ 
sion for new developments. 

WNDC has made nearly 
£50 million through this 
process. 

This includes more than 
£9 million for the 450 home 
Grange Park scheme, as 
well as £8.7 million for the 
550 home Princess Marina 


development in Northam¬ 
pton. 

WNDC transfers the 
money made to relevant 
authorities so it can be 
used to finance local infra¬ 
structure including trans¬ 
port, education, healthcare 
and community facilities. 

WNDC chief executive, 
Peter Mawson, said: “This 
latest funding transfer will 
be invested in vital local 
transport services by the 
county council. 

“There is significantly 
more funding in the 
pipeline as we have 
secured nearly £50 million 
in developer contributions 
to date. 

“It will be invested in local 
infrastructure ranging from 
bus services to new schools 
and healthcare centres. 

“These contributions are 
essential to support grow¬ 
ing communities and are 
just one of the ways we are 
raising funding to invest in 
the future of the area.”

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Luck’s on Jean’s side 
as winds topple tree

A PENSIONER from Higham Ferrers 
had a lucky escape when a 13 foot 
branch came crashing down onto her 
conservatory. 

Jean Spring, 76, from Vine Hill Close, 
would normally have been sitting in 
there reading. 

But last Thursday, one of the windiest 
days of autumn, she was out in Rushden 
and decided to stay there for lunch. 

While she was out the strong winds 
caused the branch to crack and fall from 
the tree situated in the lane.

“It demolished the garage and there is a 
crack in the wall of the conservatory. 

“The police told me not to go into the 
conservatory in case anything fell down. 

“I have lived here for 30 years and have 
always had a dread of the trees. It is 
always there in the back of your mind.” 

Neighbour, Ingrid York, witnessed the 
bough coming down. 


She said: “It was at 2pm when I heard 
an awful crack. It was so quick. 

“I watched as the bough split and 
watched it come down. I didn’t know 
where it was going to fall. 

“It could have fallen on my house or 
next door. I panicked as I didn’t know if 
Jean was in the house and I couldn’t get 
to her house to find out. 

“It has been noisy with workmen saw¬ 
ing and cutting up the tree.”

GROUPS which help people across 
Northamptonshire were rewarded for their 
hard work at the Community Foundation 
Annual Awards this week.

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Copper thefts 
are costing us

THERE have been a series of metal 
thefts in Northampton. 

Since the beginning of October police 
have received more than 20 reports of 
copper piping theft in areas to the north 
of the town centre, including The 
Arbours, Eastfield, Headlands and 
Abington. 

Officers are investigating and are 
appealing for anyone with information 
to contact them. 

They would also like to speak to any¬ 
one else who may have been the victim 
of such crime but who has not reported 
it to come forward. 

PC Lisa Pickersgill, from the Eastfield 
and Headlands Safer Community Team, 
said: “During most of the thefts the gas 
has been turned off prior to the pipes 
being cut but during the last three 
offences the gas was left running as the 
metre was inside the property. 

“It is clearly very dangerous for pipes 
containing gas to be tampered with and 
the actions of these offenders could eas¬ 
ily have placed members of the public at 
risk.” 

The majority of the thefts took place 
overnight and police are advising resi¬ 
dents to take as many precautions as 
possible to prevent themselves from 
becoming new victims. 

PC Pickersgill added: “All of the copper 
pipes were plain copper and so we are 
advising people to paint any new piping 



they have as well as making sure it is 
securely fixed to the wall.” 

Many of these thefts have taken place 
at houses and flats owned by 
Northampton Borough Council. 
Repairing the damage has cost the 
council £10,000 since the beginning of 
October. 

Cllr Sally Beardsworth, cabinet mem¬ 
ber with responsibility for housing, said: 
“Not only are these thieves putting 
themselves and other people at risk, 
they are also causing real inconvenience 
to our tenants, some of whom have 
been left without heating and cooking 
facilities. The money that is being spent 
on repairs would be better put towards 
improving local homes. 

“We are working with the local Safer 
Community Team and are urging people 
who live in flats to be cautious about let¬ 
ting anyone they don’t know into their 
building.” 

NBC is replacing stolen pipes with 
steel, which is less attractive to thieves 
but more expensive to the council.

THE term ‘plenty more fish in 
the sea’ doesn’t apply to one 
family, who are about be 
reunited with an 80-year-old 
pike. 

The 231b swimmer will be 
returned to the family that had 
it stuffed soon after it was 
caught in the late 1930s. 

Then, keen fisherman B.W. 
Knight caught the monster and 
was so proud he called a taxi¬ 
dermist. 

Mr Knight passed away in 
1940 and the fish was donated 
to Abington Museum a few 
years later when his wife died. 



Mr Knight's son contacted 
Northampton Borough 

Council to ask about the future 
of the pike after hearing that it 
was clearing its archives. 

Bill Knight recalled visiting 
the museum many times as a 
child to see the fish when it 
was on display, so was interest¬ 
ed in seeing if it would be pos¬ 


sible for the pike to return to 
his family. 

Considering the sentimental 
value of the object the muse¬ 
um agreed to gift the pike back. 

Earlier this summer the 
council announced it would be 
finding new homes for many 
stuffed animals, after a review 
of museum stores found a col¬ 
lection of more than 300 which 
had not been displayed in 
decades. 

The council will be re-hom¬ 
ing more than 170 with many 
gifted to other museums and a 
large number are expected to 
go to auction. 

The museum will still retain a 
good collection.

Poetic thief jailed as 
judge turns to verse

A JUDGE used poetry to sen¬ 
tence a car thief who had taken 
up verse while on remand in 
prison. 

Judge Richard Bray told Steven 
Snell: “You are plainly an intelli¬ 
gent man and have written a 
poem about your position which 
I have read. I have this to say to 
you: 

“Right now you feel down; 

“You have got months to do; 

“Despite what you have done, 

“Let us hope the locked door 

“Will make you more sure not 
to come back for more.” 

Snell, 26, began writing poetry 
three months ago while awaiting 
sentence in prison after crashing 
a car on the Ml. 


He had taken the Peugeot 
estate from Rothley, 
Leicestershire on August 12 this 
year, Northampton Crown Court 
heard last Wednesday. 

Prosecutor Jenna Latchford 
said he put £20 worth of petrol in 
the car on the A6 at Birstall and 
left without paying. 

At 4.20am on August 13 Snell 
crashed into the back of a lorry 
on the southbound Ml motor¬ 
way. 

He fled and then took a Ford 
Escort from a house in the near¬ 
by village of Harpole. 

The owner called the police, 
who stopped Snell as he got back 
on the motorway. 

When arrested he still had glass 
fragments in his eyes and was 
also suffering from a fractured 
eye socket and a broken rib and 
thumb as a result of the crash. 


Snell, of Grange Road, West 
Ham in London pleaded guilty to 
aggravated vehicle taking, driv¬ 
ing while disqualified and mak¬ 
ing off without payment. 

He had 50 previous convic¬ 
tions. 

Defence barrister Nicola 
Higgins handed the judge the 
poem Snell had written in 
prison. 

She said: “This has been a real 
wake up call for him. 

“They were impulsive offences 
because he wanted to see his 
baby daughter for the first time.” 

Sentencing him to 20 months 
and banning him from driving 
for two years the judge said: “You 
have a bad record for motoring 
offences. 

“There must be a custodial sen¬ 
tence here as you have not been 
detered by previous sentences.”

Mallya takes pride after 
highest ever points total 


FORMULA ONE 

DR Vijay Mallya is already setting his 
sights on a strong showing in the 2011 
Formula One season after Force India 
recorded their highest ever points total 
following the conclusion of this year’s 
campaign. 

The Silverstone-based team ended the 
year with 68 points which was good 
enough for seventh overall in the 
constructors’ championship, missing out 
on finishing higher after both drivers 
failed to score in Sunday’s final race in 
Abu Dhabi. 

Mallya (pictured) \s in no doubt that 
there is more to come from Force India 
after making substantial progress in the 
past two years, and is excited about the 
prospects in store for 2011. 

“Sixty eight points is something I, and 
the whole team, can take great personal 
pride in,” said the Indian billionaire. 

“When we bought the team we scored 
zero points the first year, then 13 last 
year and now more than five times that in 
2010 . 

“We’ve really achieved our racing stripes 
and I hope that next year, with the Indian 
Grand Prix as a target, that we can go bigger 
and better. This is just the start for us.”

Mallinder calls for 
as Saints miss out

AT the end of Friday’s 28-3 win over 
Newport-Gwent Dragons, North¬ 
ampton Saints sat atop of Pool 
Three in the LV= Cup. Following 
the completion of the weekend’s 
second round of matches, the de¬ 
fending champions are bottom.

“If you watch the game they make 
good tackles, are good in defence 
and get players over the ball which 
makes it very difficult to get good 
clean ball on the front foot.” 

Two penalties inside the first 15 
minutes from Stephen Myler got 
Northampton up and running, but 
they were unable to make the vast 
amount of possession they had 
count, until visiting prop Dan Way 
was sin binned on 32 minutes fol¬ 
lowing repeated scrum infringe¬ 
ments.

It took a gutsy performance from the Cobblers to hold the 
division’s second placed side, particularly after Abdul 
Osman was sent off just before half time. 

That result saw Northampton continue to inch away from 
the wrong end of the table and they now travel to Underhill 
for the first of three consecutive away games in the league 
and cup. 

Historically they have struggled against Barnet, winning 
just four of the previous 16 league meetings between the 
teams, but boss Sampson believes that his squad are 
starting to show what they are made of. 

“We can take a lot of pride from this performance,” he 
said after the Vale game, adding: “We had to really dig in in 
the second half but that’s four games unbeaten now. 

“I’m delighted to get a point and I think it was very much 
deserved. We kept our shape well in the second half and 
the players did everything we asked of them. 

“The spirit of the players and togetherness has never 
been in question. They are a young team who stick 
together and that can only bode well for the future.” 

They were forced to dig deep after Osman was shown a 
straight red card for what referee lain Williamson deemed 
was a two footed tackle on Anthony Griffin. 

The midfielder is available after his three match ban was 
overturned on appeal, but the red card will stand and 
remains on his record. 

Sampson praised the defensive efforts of his side to earn a 
point and a clean sheet, saying: “We made the decision to try 
to contain Port Vale and I think that decision was justified.” 

“If the sending off hadn’t happened then we would 
definitely have had a better chance of winning the game 
and I thought the first-half was fairly even. 

“I don’t think either keeper really had a save to make in 
the first half but after the sending off we had to decide 
how to approach the second half. 

“It’s another clean sheet which will please the back four, 
but Chris Dunn made a couple of great saves and everyone 
who played in the second half was a real hero.” 

Leon McKenzie is expected to return on Saturday after 
missing out last weekend. He had been rated as 50-50 for 
the Port Vale game, but Sampson opted not to risk him. 


Myler is quick to praise 
hard-working forwards

IT IS not often in rugby circles that you 
will hear the backs praising the forwards 
or vice versa. Stereotypically, the backs 
view the forwards as lumbering dinosaurs 
who have taken too many hits to the head, 
while the opinion of the pack is that the 
seven behind them are nothing more than 
flash glory boys who take credit for their 
hard work and aren’t prepared to put in a 
decent shift. 

Of course, the truth is that any player 
knows that a team can’t function properly if 
you don’t have one without the other. 

Stephen Myler knows this as well as any¬ 
one from playing in the pivotal position of 
fly half. He is the man directing traffic and 
after another dominant pack performance 
helped Northampton Saints to a 28-3 
victory over Newport-Gwent Dragons, he 
was quick to credit the front eight. 

“We say every week that the game is won 
up front with the forwards and if ours per¬ 
form to the level that they have been re¬ 
cently then it makes the job a lot easier for 
the whole team, especially at nine and ten. 

“It’s trying to put them in the right posi¬ 
tions to contest the line-outs and those sort 
of things,” he said, adding: “Hopefully 
they’ll keep their heads down and keep 
working hard. 

“Whatever team we play against we’ve got 
to match them physically in the forwards, 
then if we match them and get on top of 
them it makes everyone else’s job out wide 
easier.” 

Newport were one of several teams to 
crumble under pressure from the Saints 
forwards this season, with both Dan Way 
and Nigel Hall being sin-binned following 
repeated scrum infringements from the 
visitors during last Friday’s LV= Cup pool 
match at Franklin’s Gardens. 

Tomorrow night, Northampton will be 
looking to continue that dominance up 


front when they take on Sale Sharks at 
Edgeley Park in the Aviva Premiership. But 
Myler believes that the team can still im¬ 
prove on when to make the most of that 
dominance after they missed out on a 
bonus point try against the Dragons. 

“For example, we don’t want to try to 
push everything over from 40 yards away 
when we can possibly move it,” he laughs. 

“We’d rather have that than not have that, 
and the challenge for us is knowing when 
to use that and when to play away from it 
as well - particularly at scrums. 

“But we’re learning all the time as a team 
and if we can keep the forwards going as 
they are doing then it can only be good for 
the club.” 

The former rugby league star racked up 
18 points in the game, including his second 
try in his last three matches having not 
gone over for one since the victory over 
Toulon in the European Challenge Cup in 
January 2009. 

He said: “I just saw a little gap in the de¬ 


fensive line, somehow managed to stum¬ 
ble through it and over for a try. It’s just the 
way it goes; it’s like waiting for a bus isn’t it? 

“It’s not so much about tries - sometimes 
they come and sometimes they don’t. If I go 
over for tries then great, but if not, then I’m 
quite happy being involved for other 
people. 

“I just want to be part of that winning 
team and we were disappointed with how 
last season ended. Ultimately, we want to 
go to the final of the Premiership and 
hopefully win that. My goals are part of the 
team’s goals.”
